WASHINGTON, July 15.—The exam- 
ination of Col. Martin M. Mulhall, who 
is testifying as to his former relations 
with the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, by the Senate Lobby Investi- 
gating Committee, was resumed today, 
following a conference of Chairman 
Overman of the committee with Presi- 
dent Wilson. Chairman Overman de- 


clined to say what he had discussed 
with the President. 

Gleaned from Mulhall’s testimony and 
letters offered in evidence were state- 
ments concerning N. A. M. aid for Wat- 
son of Indiana in a campaign for office; 
that “they were trying to bribe Gompers 
at that time; that, in his work for 
Cushing, he was known by number and 
not by name; that the N. A. M. “solely 
created the tariff commission,” and 
that Mulhall went to St. Louis in 1907 to 
settle a shoe strike, and that the sum 
of 3000 was put in his hands for thw 
purpose. | 

Senator Reed started Martin A. Mul- 
hall's testimony on letters written in 
1907 to the late James W. Van Cleave, 
as president of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers. One from the 
late Vice-President Sherman, then a 
member of the House, arranged for a 
meeting with Van Cleave and Mulhall 
in New York on July 2, 1907. 

In a letter to Sherman on July 16, Mul- 
hall wrote: 

I had just returned from the West 
and feel that I have put the ball a-roll- 
ing in Indiana so that it will help Mr. 
Watson to renomination.” 

“Large Things Brewing.” 

Fred C. Schwedtman, secretary to 
President Van Cleave, wrote Mulhall on 
Aug. 9, 1907: 

“There are some large things brewing 
and there is every indication that in our 
tariff campaign we can have with us 
the majority of the Republican leading 
Congressmen and Senators, and men 
higher up than that, too.” 

Schwedtman wrote Mulhall on Sept. 5, 
1007, bringing in the name of Taft, then 
Secretary of War. 

“You saw, of course, where Secretary 
Taft referred to the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers at great length 
ip his Columbus address. If we succeed 
in getting the council plans thoroughly 
established then our power for good will 
_ grow right along until next year during 
the presidential campaign and we will 
be a factor of national importance that 
cannot be overlooked.” 

“In the days of Cushing,” testified 
Mulhall, on another point, “there wers 
never any books and there never was 
any designation by name. We all had 
numibers. I was 11, Littlefield was nine 
and Sherman was eight.“

$200,000 ESTATE AT STAKE 


Commissioner Begins Inquiry to 
Ascertain Facts Which Widow 
Won’t Disclose. 


Attorneys who have been trying for 
the last two weeks to take the deposi- 
tion of Mrs. Margaret Stevens Block in 


the Albert S. Block will contest, involv- 
ing an estate of $200,000, of which she is 
the principal beneficiary, renewed their 
quest before a special commissioner 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Although all proceedings in the contes+ 
have been held behind closed doors, it 
has become known that Mrs. Block has 
persistently refused to divulge informa- 
tion eagerly sought by attorneys for 
Block’s brothers and sisters, who are 
contesting the widow's claim for the 
estate. 

The prize in the will contest is an 
estate of a net value of about $150,000. 
The entire estate is worth $200,000, but 
there is a $50,000 incumbrance on some 
parcels of real estate. ® 

Wrote Will Before Marriage. 

The. four brothers and sisters of 
Block one one side and on the oth- 
er his wife, Margaret Stevens Block, 
are the principal figures in the 
will contest. Mrs. Block, to whom prac- 
tically the entire fortune was be- 
queathed, as shown by the records, was 
not married to Block until nine days 
after the will now-in contest had been 
made and witnessed. 

The facts brought out thus far in thé 
contest show many unusual circum- 
stances and proceedings during the 18 
months preceding Block’s death. The 
minutes of the Probate Court show that 
‘Block was first declared of unsound 
mind Nov. 21, 1911; that April 1, 1912, his 
mind was declared restored, and that 
again, Feb. 3, 1913, he was declared of 
unsound mind. 

These court proceedings were scenes 
ma drama that was being staged for 
control of his estate even before his 
death. The first insanity proceeding 
was instituted upon complaint of his 
mother, Mrs. Sarah Block, who wished 
to be named as his guardian, and he 
was declared of sound mind six months 
later, also at her instance. 

She had expected, on a third inquiry 
into his mental condition, to be named 


of the estate. 
now the widow of Block, began to as- 
sert her influence in his affairs, while 
he was under his first guardianship. 

Almost immediately after he was de- 
clared of sound mind in April, last 
year, things began to happen which 
brought about ultimately the bitter will 
contest for the big estate. 


Marriage Kept Secre 
Eight days later, April 8, 1518. the will 


now in contest was made, and nine days 
after that, Margaret Stevens was mar- 
ried to Block at Springfield, Mo. Both 
the will and the marriage were executed 
without the knowledge of Block’s moth- 
er, or his brothers and sisters. The 
will was witnessed by John S. Leahy, 
who had been attorney for Block's 
mother in the first two inquiries into 
his mental condition, and by his law 
partner, Irwin Barth. 

Although the will made the bequest 
of the estate to Margaret Stevens 
Block, as wife of the testator, it was 
not until April 17, nine days after the 
will was drawn, that there was any 
record of a marriage. 

Then, it appears from the records that 
Block and Mrs. Stevens went to Spring- 
field, Mo., and were married. A mar- 
riage license was issued on that date to 
A. S. Block and Margaret A. Stevens, 
both giving their address as Joplin. 
The validity of both the will and the 
marriage aré contested on the ground 
that Block was really 
time. His brothers, in the suit, alleged 
that he was mentally incapable of mak- 


ing a will, and further that he was also 


incapable of legally entering into a 
marriage contract. 

Even if the will should be declared in- 
valid, Mrs. Block would be entitled to a 
widow’s share in the estate, unless the 
marriage was also declared Ne 
Block, being dead, the marriage ula 
not be annuled to deprive her of a share 
of the estate, but the lawyers of Louis 
Block and other relatives assert that if 
they can prove that he was of unsound 
mind at the time he was married, the 
widow will not be entitled to share in 
the estate. 

Learned of Wedding at Trial. 

The first knowledge that Block's 
brothers and sisters had of, the mar- 
riage was at the third insanity hearing 
in February, 1913. His mother, who had 
been conducting the fight in the hope of 
being appointed his guardian, had died, 
and his brothers continued the fight. 

Following the decision of the jury 
holding Block incapable of managing his 
own affairs, an attorney arose in court 
and stated that Block’s wife was pres- 
ent, and ready to qualify as his guard- 
lan. The brothers, one of whom hai 
expected to be appointed guardian, were 
completely unprepared for this surprise. 
Mrs. Block was appointed, and in her 
capacity as guardian she exercised con- 
trol over his estate. 

Block died in a little over a month 
after the third insanity hearing. His 
brothers and sisters got their second 
shock when Margaret Stevens Block 
filed the will, now in contest, which not 
only. beq her practically the

the United States proposes to do 
about it. 

Whether the inquiry was part of a 
concerted movement on the part of Eu- 
ropean powers to bring the State De- 
partment to a declaration of its pur- 
pose toward Mexico did not develop to- 
day. Reports from the City of Mexico, 
however, would appear to warrant that 
conclusion. Secretary Bryan declined to 
discuss it. 

Must Act to Satisfy Powers. 

Until recently President Wilson has 
attached little importance to rumors of 
outside influence being brought to bear 
tc cause the United States to recognize 
the Huerta regime. It is beginning to 
be apparent now that there must be 
very soon some official declaration on 
the subject to reassure the European 
Powers on the protection of their citi- 
zens and subjects against pecuniary 
loss by the continuance of present con- 
ditions. Failing such a declaration, 
some officials fear that European Pow- 
ers may feel themselves free to take 
steps to restore peace.

Against U. S. on Mexican Stand. 
LONDON, July 1.—The statement 

from Mexico City regarding representa- 
tions made to their respective govern- 
ments by the European diplomats there 
on the subject of the position taken by 
the United States toward Mexico, is of- 
ficially confirmed. 

Tne British Foreign Office, however, 
declines to discuss the situation or to 
express any opinion, on the ground that 
the subject is too delicate.

Yielding to her entreaties, he finally 
got back into the game and Mrs. Tinker 
appeared to be improving. But yester- 
day, just before the game at the Polo 
Grounds, Tinker rectived a telegram 
from the physicians that Mrs. Tinker 
was failing rapidly and that it probably 
would be necessary for Tinker to go to 
Ciicago to submit to the transfusion of 
blood from his body. 

The Cincinnati leader telegraphed to 
the physicians that he would go at once 
upon receiving word that it was ad- 
visable. He had been directed by the 
physicians to stay with the team, since 
Mrs. Tinker so earnestly desired him to 
do 80. 

Through the long afternoon the clever 
shortstop worked away, always dread-

Death by Drowning, Established 
by Physicians at Second 
Examinafion. 


lt « 
e oS BARRE, Pa duly 15.—Alice 


eh sap — 5 body was found in Har- 
vey’s Lake, July 7, came to her death 
by drowning. This was fully established 
by a second autopsy on the remains, dis- 
interred Saturday. 

Drs. T. D. Lehane of New York, J. H. 
Larken of Brooklyn and S. M. Wolfe and 
P. J. Higgins of Wilkes-Barre conduct- 
ed the second post mortem. 

The lungs were filled with water. The. 
doctors positively declare there was 
nothing in the condition of the body to 
show Miss Crispell had been a victim 
of violence. 

No traces of poison were found and 
the doctors reported they were certain 
Alice Crispell was alive when she went 
into the lake, 

After he had received the report, Dis- 
trict Attorney John H. Bigelow declared 
there were only three possible theorie“ 
left in the case. First was suicide; # A 
ond, accidental death; third, the girl As 
pushed into the lake and died fom 
drowning. 

‘The District Attorney deelar- 4 will 
continue his investigation 9 4 present 
all evidence he has gathere when Her- 
bert Johns is arraigned or a habeas 
corpus hearing Wednesé zy. He declares 
he will ask that Johns de held, believing 
there igs evidence the. needs explanation, 
The state, in part of District Attorney 
Bigelow follows: 

“The autopsy performed by Drs, Le- 
hane, Larken, Wolfe and Higgins, today, 
has resulted in wonclusive proof that 
Alice Crispell met her death from 
drowning. An exan ‘ination of the or- 
gans of the deceased shows them to have 
been normal and hea'thy. The lungs 
contain much water, indicating that the 
cells were so filled during life and in the 
course of respiration. 


No Marks of Violence. 
“No external marks of violence 


been found and apparently 
no struggle of any kind preced- 
ed death. Neither was there any 
cerebral hemorrhage or proof of any 
physical condition which might consti- 
tute motive for suicide. 

“The conelusion announced by the ex- 
perts preclude the theory that the body 
was cast into the lake after death. 

“The fate of the prisoner, Herbert 
Johns, will depend upon the weight given 
the testimony by the court at the habeas 
corpus hearing. We will not, of our 
own initiative, ask for the discharge, 
but will place the responsibility where 
it belongs. I am pleased at the thor- 
ough nature of the autopsy and the 
. efinite character of its results.“ 

Villiam Crispell, the victim’s father, 
whom county detectives and State troop- 
ers have been shadowing in addition to 
applying third degree“ methods in 
hopes he would throw some light on the 
mystery, was barred from witnessing the 
autopsy. 

“Is my Alice here?“ he exclaimed as 
he entered the corridors of the morgue. 

Then the door leading from the oper- 
ating room opened and through if came 
an attendant. The rugged farmer stepped 
before the man in < white apron, 
stamped his foot and, raising a clenched 
hand, thundered: 

Where's my Alice?” 

She is here,“ the attendant replied, 
“and the doctors in the room below are 
trying to find out what has caused her 
death.“ 

“I thought she was, and I am here to 
tell you men that they've got to put 
the body of my Alice back in the grave 
from which they dug her.” 

Crispell paced back and forth through 
the corridors and finally shouted: ‘I’m 
here to see to that. They dug her up 
without telling her mother or me, but 
they'll put the body of my Alice back. 
I’m here to see to that.“ 


Father Anxious About Burial. 
About an hour later, the doctors came 


from the operating room, brushed past 
the father and hurried to a waiting auto, 
leaving him standing alone. Evidently 
fearing the scheme was not to let him 
know of the reburial arrangements, Cris- 
pell stepped before Undertaker Mooney, 
and Mooney, anticibating the question, 
said the body would be taken back to 
its grave at 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 

The father went with the body to the 
cemetery at Lehman Center. 

This man of the mountains for years 
has been forced to work hard provid- 
ing sustenance for the 10 children reared 
under the roof of his farmhouse. Some 
of his children he has seen happily mar- 
ried, but Miss Alice wandered from his 
care and protection to cafes and dance- 
halls. . 

Following a recent conversion at a 
revival meeting conducted by the Rev. 


Bm Sunday, Crispell has been re- 


ligiously stirred. 

Out in the fields he has been known 
to frequently fall to his knees and offer 
a prayer. At his home he established a’ 
little family altar and each night he 
read from the family Bible. 

He often remonstrated with Alice and 
‘finally the girl joined Sunday schoo! 
and went to church with the parents. 
Her letters to Herbert Johns tell ot ef- 
forts to lead a better lte. 

Crispell learned his daughter was fast 
going back to her old life, and on the 
night of July 4, the night she was last 
seen alive, he passed the Oneonta Hotel 
and through an open window saw a pic- 
ture that touched his heart. There seat- 
ed about a table with Johns and several 
other friends was his daughter with a 
beer bottle in her hand. Crispell 
stopped for one more look, and then, 
with head bent, started out over the 
Lake road fer home.

jury room, ,

William Ratican, St. Louisan, 
Who Devised Street-Flushing 
Machine, Has Rights Upheld.

After a 13-years’ legal battle in the 
courts of the. United States and En- 
gland, which cost him the last dollar 
of his $250,000 fortune and forced him 
into bankruptcy, William Ratican, a 
St. Louis contractor, has just won in 
the United States Supreme Court the 


last of a score of suits attacking the 
validity of his street flushing ma- 
chine patents. 

Impelled by his hope of ultimate 
victory, Ratican turned down com- 
promises that would have saved him 
the greater part of his fortune and 
kept up the contest until he lost his 
home, his business and even the dia- 
mond shirt stud he had worn for 
years. The final decision in the case 
was handed down several months 
after Ratican had been forced into 
bankruptcy. 

At the age of 52, Ratican is strug- 
giing to rehabilitate himself in the 
business world, and as soon as he 
gets on his feet again, he says that 
he will turn aggressor and institute 
suits 
have been fighting him, charging 
them with infringement of his own 
patents. 


Agent Betrayed Him. 

Here is Ratican’s story, as he told 
it to a Post-Dispatch reporter at his 
machine shop at 3631 Easton avenue: 

“I would have had a comfortable 
fortune today if I had never seen a 
patent. Early in 1901, I patented de- 
vices for use on street flushing ma- 
chines. These patents were taken 
out in the United States, England, 
China and. other foyeign countries. 
“Soon after I got these patents my 
troubles began. I sent a representa- 
tive whom I had entrusted with my 
business here to London to negotiate 
the sale of the patent-rights in En- 
gland He got an offer of $250,000 
for the patents; but before he closed 
the deal he decided, while he was 
still my representative, to take out 
some patents in England in his own 
name. 

“I was double-crossed by this man, 
whose way I had paid to London, to- 
gether with his expenses. Presently I 
was confronted with such a flood of 
suits that I have not had a chance to 
even up scores with him. When he re-

Editor Raine declares he is fighting 
for the freedom of the press and will 
not give up. 

Editor Raine has referred to the Ca- 
roline Cloth will case as one in which 
the estate of an old woman was fast 
being dissipated in court costs and at- 
torney fees.

Personally Pays Many of the Ex- 
penses Which Other Secre- 
taries Charged to U. S. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 1.—-The White 
House would make no comment on Sec- 
retary of State Bryan’s statement that 
he could not live in Washington on §$13,- 
000 a year—his salary as Cabinet officer. 
Nor would Cabinet officers discuss the 
question of whether they can meet ex- 
penses on their salaries. 

All of them, with the exception of 
Postmaster-General Burleson, are said 
to be poorer men than Bryan. The Post- 
master-General is the wealthy one of 
the Cabinet. 

Secretary Bryan’s expenses are high. 
His home, formerly the home of Mrs. 
John A Logan, and now owned by her, 
costs him in rental $4000 annually. He 
employs three servants. The upkeep of 
the home is expensive, as Bryan enter- 
tains much and there is usually more 
than one guest at his home. 

Uses Government Carriages. 

The Secretary of State has few car- 
riage expenses, as he uses the carriages 
and horses of the State Department 
stable. The Government also furnishes 
a coachman and often a messenger of 
the State Department acts as footman. 
This is generally so when Bryan makes 
his official calls. 

Bryan has a saddle horse which he 
boards here. The charge for this is 
about $30 a month. He has one automo- 


The Secretary of State is a stickler, 
however, for accurate expense accounts. 
When traveling for the Government 
there are many items which the Secre- 
tary pays out of his own pocket and 
which legitimately should be paid out 
of the Government funds. The best il- 
lustration of how he keeps his expense 
account is the trip the Secretary of 
State made to California. 

When he went to Sacramento to ad- 
just the California-Japanese dispute 
Bryan took with him Robert Ross, as 
his private secretary. Aside from the 
railroad fare, Bryan's expense account 
was just $181. This included hotel bills 
and other expenses incident to a trip 
of 10 days or two weeks. This account 
included the expenses of Ross. 
on that trip the Secretary of State 
spent considerable of his own money in 
sending telegrams on official business, 
it is said. At the State Department to- 
day it was said that the Secretary of 
State cuts expenses to the bone on every 
trip in the same way. 

Fortune Recently Increased. 

Bryan’s private fortune is estimated 
at from $300,000 to $500,000. Five years 
ago, when Speaker Joseph G. Cannon 
asserted that Bryan was wealthy, the 
latter replied that his fortune amounted 
to a little more than $150,000. His as- 
sistants said today that he added to 
this fortune, but they did not know 
how much. Part of it is tied up in real 
estate, which is not earning anything 
now. -He has several thousand dollars 
invested in his home in Lincoln. That 
is bringing no returns. He has a winter 
home in Florida, which is also earning 
nothing. He has lands in Texas, which 
are earning little. 

Secretaries of State John Hay, Robert 
Bacon and Philander C. Knox were all 
wealthy. All maintained expensive estab- 
lishments in Washington and spent much 
of their own fortunes. 

Knox paid $7000 a year for his home on 
K street. He maintained three expen- 
sive motor cars and had his own stable 
of horses, as well as those of the State 
Department. Bacon had an expensive 
establishment. Hay's home, on the cor-

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THE PHONE STRIKERS’ PROPOSAL. 

A proposal for ending the telephone strike has 
been rejected because it did not provide for the 
reinstatement of all employes discharged since 
the union movement began, as well as of all 
strikers. 

Reinstatement of persons discharged for in- 
efficiency cannot in reason be asked. It will 
be wise for the strikers so to modify their propos- 
al as not to include such persons. Reinstatement 
of the strikers and of those employes discharged, 
not for inefficiency, but for union sympathies, 
would afford Senator Kinney of the Wage Investi- 
gation Committee a very practical basis on which 

to attempt mediation. 

Refusal by the company of these very moderate 
and reasonable terms after the demand for recog- 
nition of the union has been waived, would mean 
that it does not desire to end the strike. Employes 
of long service whose “inefficiency” was not dis- 
covered until they became active in the union 
movement would, of course, be entitled to rein- 
statement under these conditions.

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SHALL WH VIVISECT SOME DOCTORS? 

It is moved and seconded by Dr. Alexis Carrel 
and his brother physicians that condemned crim- 
inals be vivisected instead of executed outright.

Science is not so much benefited when a man 
is merely dangled at a rope’s end, though the 
physicians seem to find it amusing to feel his 
pulse and observe his antics.

HUSBAND TO LEAVE HER 


First Wife, Destitute, Testifies 
-to Save Bigamist From 
Prison. 

BOSTON, Mass., July 15.—Victor M. 


Smoot, son of ex-State Senator Smoot’ 


of Texas, was sentenced to the House 
of Correction for three years for big- 
amy by Judge Quinn yesterday, not- 
withstanding that his first wife, 
whom he left destitute, testified she 
was responsible for his troubles be- 
cause she had been a poor wife. La- 
ter the Judge revoked the sentence 
upon reading a letter to the young 
man from his father, and sent word 
to the wife, who had been carried 
away in an hysterical condition. He 
put the case over until Thursday. 

Smoot pleaded guilty and said his 
first wife had driven him to break 
the law by her cruel treatment and 
temper. 

„I came from Texas when I was 
15, he said, “and met Miss O'Malley 
(the first wife). After a long court- 
ship she sald I ought to marry her, 
and I did so. My wife's temper drove 
us out of house after house and me 
out of position after position. It was 
30 1 when I met Miss Camp- 
bell that forgot everything and 
married her.”
